The closest prior art is EP 716882, which discloses absorptive particles 
comprising substantially the same components as those of the instant claims. However, 
the smallest particle size disclosed or suggested in EP '882 is 0.2 micrometers, which is 
outside the scope of the claims as currently amended. No suggestion or motivation can 
be found for obtaining particles having an average particle size of no greater than 0.1 
microns in addition to all of the other claimed properties. None of the references cited 
on the International Search Report discloses the claimed particles including the required 
particle size.
